Detroit, May 7.—Figures made 
public today disclosed the fact 
that the week of April 17 was the 
greatest week in the entire his- 
tory of the Chevrolet Motor Com- 
pany in point of retail sales. 

According to the announcement 
| made by the Chevrolet Motor Com- 
pany, retail sales for the week 
totaled 16,457 and trucks. 
These figures, covering the United 
States, do not include foreign sales. 
This is the sixth consecutive week 
that all previous retail sales records 
have been broken as the 
Chevrolet have mounted to 
totals that promise to make 
another record breaking year. 

The week of May 2, 1925, 
the banner week for Chevrolet up 
to six weeks ago. The high mark 
in 1925 was 10,371 retail sales for 
the week; and this was a great 
contribution to the 1925 total of 
more than 500,000 cars and trucks, 
a figure never before approached 
by any manufacturer of automo- 
biles of the selective transmission 
type.

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FORD ENGINE 
ENDURES TEST 


Runs 17 Days Under 
Heavy Pressure 
In Experiment 


Special from A, D, N. Detroit Bureau 


Detroit, May 6.—In the course 
of a test for ‘a certain § steel 
formula fer use in the engine 
the Ford Motor Company recent- 
ly developed some _ interesting 
data along another line, The cn- 
gine under test was run with 
wide open throttle and three 
times normal load, the equiva- 
Tent of a non-stop endurance run 
half way around the world. 

With the exception of one 
which was experimental, the en- 
gine was stock. The object of the 
test was to wear out the experi- 
mental part, and conditions 
made difficult in order to get an 
early result. Cooling was purpose- 
ly retarded, so that the radiator 


at all times registered a_ boiling 


temperature and the exhaust pipes} 


were constantly red hot. 

The test endured seventeen days, 
while engineers waited for the en- 
gine to fail. 
were constant; oil was changed 
while the motor was running; 
speed was unvaried from thirty-six 
miles per hour and the overload 
was constant. At the end 
hours the engine was stopped and 
taken down. 

Examination showed that the ex- 
perimental part had been burned 
by the intense heat. But, 
from this the enginé was practical- 
ly unaffected by the test and ap- 
parently ready to repeat it. 

During the test the engine ran 
the equivalent of 14,382 miles, con- 
suming 795 gallons of 
an average of 1814 miles to 
gallon, in spite of overload and ex- 
eessive heat. Each piston moved 
up and down in its cylinder ap- 
proxim 37.°°5,006 times and 
the. crankshsit mad an equal 
nurTr>ber of complete revolutions.
